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PREFACE 



The variant spelling problem is only one part of a greater problem 
facing every teacher of English and related fields, th^t of deciding what 
criteria to use in determining the appropriateness or ^^correctness" of a 
language forni. In many instances logic, analogy, or tradition favors one 
whik widespread usage favors another. 

The material ussenrtbled here should be looked upon, first of all, as a 
record—a record of how present-day desk dictionaries are recognizing the 
existence of variant or secondary spellings for many common English 
words. The uses to which this record may be put will vary with the reader; 
it would be presumptuous, and also probably futile, for the compiler to 
suggest just how it should be used. 

This m^iterial should have, however, implications for two groups: 
teachers of English^ particularly at the high school and college levels, and 
authors of spelling lists and other materials to be used in the teaching of 
spelling. The teacher of English certainly wishes to keep himself as 
informed possible about spellings sanctioned by current and reputable 
dictionaries; in addition^ he must determine Iiis own attitude toward the 
propriety of the use of variants so that his leaching of spelling will reflect 
modern usage and his editing of student writing will be fair. Some teachers 
are not aware of many variant spellings^ perhaps because they do not have 
regular access to up-to-date dictionaries or are not very observant in 
studying the entries. Others might refuse to let their students use some 
commonly encountered variants because of personal preference, because of 
an excessive reliance upon the application of spelling "rules," or because 
of a well-intentioned effort to preserve what they as teachers feel to be the 
purity of the language. 

The teacher who wishes to warn against the use of a variant is not 
always on safe ground when he reiies upon that old standby "preferred 
spelling," for reasons other than the obvious one that a disputatious 
student might protest that the secondary spelling is the one /le happens to 
prefer. For one tiling, the fact that a spelling is placed first H no guarantee 
that it is preferred; if I a^o spellings are equally acceptable, the dictionary 
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makers have to place one before the oHier. Also, as indicated in numerous 
points In this book, dictionaries are not always in agreement upon which 
variants sliould be included and which of two or more forms sliould be 
p}aced in fjrst position. 

Similarly, the problem of v?.:ianj spellings cannot be disregarded by 
those who prepare materials to be used in the teaching of spelling. Should 
the spelling rule governing 'he doubling of ^ final consonant be 
excmplined by such a word a^i traveled v:hei\ all of ourstudentshave seen 
travelled time after time in the most reputable print? Should a student fill 
out a practice sheet in which he is asked to add -able to use and be left 
with the impression that usabk is the only acceptable spelling? Should a 
student be forced to study adviser from a list of demons" wlien advi^ris 
entered as an unqualified variant in all modern dictionaries? 

The material assembled for this book will not, of course, provide 
satisfactory answers to all of these questions. In the teaching of spelling, 
some teachers, especially at the junior high school level, may not want to 
give too much information about variant spellings to their students, 
recognizing the possibility that for some of them this knowledge might 
serve only to make spelling seem even more troublesome and cliaotic. It is 
not the intent of tjie compiler that these listings be used as material for 
direct teaching. Rather* he hopes that they will serve as readily available 
reference information and source material for the teacher, material which 
will reveal the existence of common variant spellings and record the 
unanimity, or lack of unanimity, found in the dictionaries. He hopes, too, 
that these listings will sharpen the reader^s awareness of ongoing linguistic 
changes that affect usage, and thus help him clarify his thinking on the 
problem and aid him in being discriminating in his use and acceptance of 
variant spellings. 

Tlie original edition of Variant Spetiitigs iu Modern A^nehcan 
Dictionaries was published by the National Council of Teachers of English 
in 1 958. The justification for a completely revised edition lies in the fact 
that the dictionaries which supplied the data for the earlier edition must 
now be considered out of date and unusable for a serious examination of 
current practice. Two of the dictionaries used for the new edition, in fact, 
were not in existence in 1958, and the other three have been revised since 
that time. Desk dictionaries rather than unabridged dictionaries have been 
used for this edition, the assumption being that the average teacher will 
not refer to an unabridged, even when one is available, for routine 
checking of spelling. 

The dictionaries used in this study, dictionaries that are accepted, I 
believe, as the most reputable and that are used most commonly, are the 
following:

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INTRODUCTION 



To begin our examination of variant speJIingSi let us assume two 
situatiofis, the first to show thai the use of a variant can create a classroom 
problem, and the second to demonstrate the bizarre extreme that variant 
spellings can lead tOi especially when some slightly esoteric words are used. 

The possibility of teachtr-studeni conflict over what words are to be 
called misspelled is ev^r present unle5S the teacher arbitrarily establishes 
one dictionary as tlie sole authority i an urtoppy and impractical solution 
which might ^^^ggest to some students that other tiiciionaries simply 
duplicate entries or are unreliable. For example, one student ivrites that he 
always polishes his car with ii shamois, and a second student, developing 
the same topic, writes that he prefers a soft cloth to a sfiamoy. Let us 
assume that the teacher, a compulsively conscientious type, takes the time 
and trouble to check the spellings in three modem desk dictionaries, AH, 
NC, and NwJ He would find tliese three dictionaries in agreement: 
chamoh is the main entry, with two variants (for the hide or cJolh, not for 
the animal), chammy and shammy. The teacher would, of course, believe 
himself on safe ground in marking the two student versions as misspellings, 
Wliat should the teacher do when the first student produces his SC, which 
gh:3S shamois as a third variant, and when the second student points out 
shamoy as an unqualified variant in RH7 Some kind of graceful retraction 
would seem to be in order-at the very least, the ^'misspelled" labels 
should be removed. 

For the second situation let us assume a student's wanting to write 
this sentence (admittedly, the unhkeliliood of its occurrence is transcen- 
dent): *'in a cozy house caW: -cornered from the palace a finicky caliph, 
who maintained thai a jinni had revealed to him the secrets of the cabala. 
spent much of his time smoking sometimes and training his

this student would refer to the five dictionaries under examination to 
check the spelHng of tlie nine itaJicized words. He would fmd so many 
variants that he would arrive at the final version of tiie sentence only after 
deciding among the following spellings:

With these rich orthographic sources available to liim, the student could 
write his sentence in 11 ,197,440 ways, with no two versions exactly alike.

As one progresses in his examination of current dictionaries and 
accumulates sampJes oTv^riant speiJings. he finds many words he conies to 
think of as isolated examples, one-of-a-kind spelling peculiarities that seem 
unrelated to any other word or word group. But he also finds that for 
numerous other words he formLlates categories into which these words 
fall, some categories reflecting certain matters of dictionary practice and 
others grouping together words related by form. Because large numbers of 
variant spellings can be most conveniently examined in terms of these 
categories, examples from the reference Hst have been selected and 
arranged on the following pages to illustrate such facets of the problem as 
conflicting first entry /variant status> variants found in onJy one dictionary, 
variant forms for plurals and several other kinds of derived words* and 
qualifying labels nsed in dictionaries with variants* 

1. Lack of Agvaement, First EntryA/aviant 

It is not surprising that the dictionaries often fait to agree on which 
form should be the first entry and which should be the secondary or 
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variant.^ With words having several spelling versions, extracting the 
information from the dictionaries can sometimes be laborious. Here are 
two rather ej<1feme examples, Ihe second invoiving only four of ihe 
dictionaries:

Of particular interest are words for which all five dictionaries have 
two spellings with what might be called a 3/2 split. For every one of the 
following examples, the spcHing in first position is the first entry in three 
dictionaries and the variant in two; the spelling in second position is the 
Tirst entry in two dictionaries and the variant in three.

2. Variants Found in Only One Dictionary 

The hypothetical case mentioned earlier of the student who polishes 
his car with a shamoy, a spelling found in only one of the five dictionaries* 
is by no means an isolated possibility. However plaintively some among us 
might protest that such a situation would not be permitted in a 



^Tlie term "first entry" is used advisedly: His a completely objective descrtpiion 
of the arraneemc^it of t(u' words inani^ntry. Because there are unquestionably many 
words for which two spellings occur with almost equat friMiuency, "first entry'' 
should not be equated wiili "main entry'' and eertainJy not with 'Vrefierred spelMng,"* 
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well-ordered and rational world, tlie fact remains that numerous "singles" 
can be found. In such a case, the likelihood of teacher-student argument 
over a "misspelling*^ is obvious. The samples listed below, indicating the 
single dictionary that contains the varianl, are words of common enough 
occurrence to warrant inclusion of the main entry in all five dictionaries. 
The reference list includes many other ej^mples-umpreenth (A){uuU€enth 
(1); cacciatore (3)1 cacciatora (l)-of less commonly used words for which 
at least one dictionary has no main entry.

3. Variants with pfuraf nouns 

Irregularities with some plurals have been such a pei^stem spelling 
problem that, not surprisingly, modern dictionaries are offering greater 
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numbers of variants for these noun forms. The reference list contains a few 
entries for certain types of plurois: nouns ending in f (dywrfs/d\van>es: 
hoofs/hooves; wharves/wharfs); nouns ending in i (alkalis/alkalies; rabbis/ 
rabbies; taxis/ taxies): and final consonant doubling (buses/ busses; gases/ 
gassesl Worthy of more detailed examination are three other plurals: for 
nouns ending tn o, for compounds, and for "measurement" nouns ending 
infui 

Plurals of nouns ending \ti o 

Although authors of handbooks and spelling manuals of a generation 
ago soraetimes attempted statements resembhng 'Vules" about piurals of 
nouns ending in cmodern authorities, if they mention the situation at all, 
usually restrict their information to the fact that the plural is formed with 
s when the o is preceded by a vowel. In older handbooks ahernate spellings 
were sometimes acknowledged but with statements that, at least at the 
present moment, must be called unrealistic. For example, in the third 
edition of The Century CoU^kttc Hartdbook (1950), the statement "Add 
either s or es to these nouns" is followed by seven nouns: zero, cargo, 
motto* banjo* buffalo^ memento* poicam. The statement carries the 
unfortunate implication that these seven nouns are not merely examples 
but are the only ones that have two acceptable plural forms. 

Actually, the reference hst yields a total of seventy-seven nouns 
ending in o with variant plurals. For twenty-nine of these, the five 
dictionaries are in complete agreement. The word in first position in the 
following list is the first entry in all dictionaries; the word in second 
position is the variant in alL

The possibility of confusion ;n forming the plural of compounds is 
obvious. The Government Printing Office Style Manual, to exemplify Us 
rule that "the significant word takes the plura! form" (p. 66),recofimzes 
five types of >;ompourKls: significant word first (brot/iers-tn-law)^ signifi- 
cant word middle (assistant attorneys general^ significant word last 
(judge Jc(rt>.V7/ef), both words of equal significance (/nji/mjf arms), and no 
word significant in itself (forget-me-nots). The difficulty of determining 
degrees of "significance'* has brought about the appearance in print of 
some alternate plurals, apparently often enough in reputable sources to 
warrant inclusion in modern dictionaries. The spelling on the left is the

Plurals of nouns ending in ful 

Tlic combining of a noun and fuffl} to make a solid compound is by 
no means a recent development. Some dates from the OED sre interesting: 
baggefnt (1305). coppafuUe (1400), sponc-fui (1290). spt;/;///// (1380), 
sponcful 0425). The pluraJ form amwr/t/Zs appeared in 1579. 

Writers are often warned against the obvious temptation to place the 
plural marker with the noun part of these -/i// words. "Nouns ending with 
ful form the plurai by adding s at tlie end; if it is necessary to express the 
idea that more than one container was filled, the two elements of the solid 
Compound arc printed as separate words and the plural is formed by 
adding ihe s to the noun*' (GPO^rv/^AteJt/a/, p. 66).

complicate ihe lives of writers and of teachers of English. \Viien a new

Ttie treatment of niedial-s variant plurals for -fui nouns in the three 
avaiJable Merriam-Websler dictionaries (W3* NC7, NC8), while in itself of 
no tre^X significance* hints ai the decisions that lexicographers must make 
and iliusuales again the possibility of teacher ^student disagreemejit over 
authority for a spelling. NC7 gives two possible plurats for eighteen of

4. Variants with Derived forms 



The fonnation of certain derived forms by the addition of a suffix to 
a base word brings up several spelling problems. A writer is continually 
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confronted by choices. He encounters an obscure vowel in an unstressed 
syllable and must decide between -able and -ibie, between -or and -er. With 
words ending in should he change the y lo / before adding a suffix? 
Should he drop or retain the terminal mute ^ of the base word? To form 
principal parts of verbs and some adjectives, should he or should he not 
double the final consonant of the base word? The uneasiness on the part 
of many writers over the apparent willfulness of many of these spellings 
has had a visible result, the presence in modern dictionaries of hundreds of 
variant spellings for words in these categories, furt]ier evidence that usagp 
ultim:itely determines standards. 



Adjectives in ^abte , -jbte 

The suffix -abie is a useful form that, because it can be a^j/^ed to any 
transitive verb, gives us an open ended source of new words. In addition, 
its use in words like inipres^xomble. sizable, fashlotiabte, clubbable, aiK] 
jeepabie sliows that it has a wide range of origins and meanings. The 
consequence, that present-day English uses -abie niore than provides 
the only help, certainly minimal and unreliable, when a hit-or-miss choice 
must be made. 

Forty-four of these adjectives are included in the reference list of 
variants. Seven of these should be noted; they are words apparently used 
often enough to be included in all five dictionaries, with all five giving first 
position to the '<ibk spelling and offering -ible as a variant: addabie, 
asceudable, condensable^ extraciable, ignitable^ includable, preventable. 

As would be expected, other examples show tlial not all of the 
dictionaries liave included the first entry and/or the variant. The spelling 
on the left is the first entry in the dictionaries indicated; the spelling on 
the right is the variant.

But for the meaning "an jppamtus for drying 
something, such as the hair or clothes," Jrver is liie first entry in fourand 
the variant in one, while dncr is the first entry in one and the variant in 
four. 

The reference list contains about two dozen nouns ending in the ic/y 
suffix, most of them (but not being famihar or affectionate terms 
iUustrating the iwo usual meanings of this sufHx: "small, little" ipiggy/ 
piggie), or '*one that is as specified" {sharp/e/sharpy). Since several of 
these words are of fairly recent coinage and evidently of limited 
occurrence, one or more of the dictionaries have no entry for some. I lere 
arc a few samples:

Tlic spelling "rule" governing the dropping or the retention of c when 
a suffix is added is of unquestioned value. The spelling of so many derived 
words is affected by it tliat the writer who is unaware of the general 
principle involved will certainly be crippled as a speller. But the teacher of 
spelling or the rrjder of student papers m\\ be interpreting aciual 
present-day spelling practice accurately if he remembers that modern 
dictionaries contain many secondary spellings that seem to violate the 
principle of dropping ihe e before a vo^vel and retaining it before a 
consonant. Tlie reference list shows more than eighty variants for words of 
the finals type (not including tliey/cy suffix words noted above). 

It is true that some of the words in this group are derived forms of 
such limited occurrence that only one dictionary lias the cnlryt such as 
raisabtefraiseabie, sliamabiclshameabk. There are also a fe^v instances of 
words which warrant first entries in alt dictiotiuries but for which only one 
dictionary offers the variari> such secondary spellings as chargabk, 
glueing, hiowicJgable, queucingi and twingeittg. 

Although nearly two-ihirds of the words of this type found in the list 
involve the suffix ^bk\ other suffixes before final e of the base wrd have 
given rise lo variants. Some of more common of these worUs are given 
belo^v> with the spelling in first position the Hrst entry in all dictionaries, 
and the spelling tn the second ^>osition the variant in the dictionaries 
indicated.

It is impossible lo isolate these verbs and examine lliein as a group 
witlioul becoming aware of the way the dictionaries make use of tJie 
''especially British*' label (A further dist;ussion of rhe use of this 
qualifymg label js found in the next section,) As the reference list shows, 
nearly all of the doubled consiniant verb varbnts carry the label from at 
least one dictionary; among the tew ll^jt are unquahfied are bayonctted 
(variant in AH, NC. NW, RM), hcnejhfed (variant in NC, RH), bnvcftvd 
(variant in all), vautwsvd (variant in AH, NW, SC), and photostatwd 
(variant in AH, NW, SC). 

A close exaiTiinjtion of these vt^rb forms reveals the predilection of 
one dictionary* RH, for the use of ttiis label. Sligluly more tlun thirty of 
the doobled consonant verbs are designated "British"* by two dictionaries. 
In addition to these thirty. RH uses ihe label with over lit'ty otiier -ed^ -ing 
forms when the other dictionaries give the second spelling with no 
qualification. Kll is the only dictionary ttiat attaches the British label to 
sucJi commonly encountered spellings as vonnseUed, diafk'd, equaUed, 
foamed, kMhd, Hf>eUvd, i^uamlkd, rci'clh^d, sigmUed, iotaUed, trav- 
eUed, and tunttelhd. 

Several quite commonly used words witli tfie doubled consonant 
c\)iiiplicution show lluit ll^e dictionaries do not always agree on which 
spelling sliould he in first position. Another sitnation to note is that in a 
few cases the Britisli label is attached by at least one dictionary to doubled 
consonant spellings wbicli in otlier dictionaries not only aro unqualified 
but also are placed in Hrsl position.

5. Qualifying Labels with Variant SpeHings 

British 

Britisli preference Is still jppjrent in the spelhng of a few classes of 
words, bui the unhinited exchange of alt medk has pretty well eradicated 
national distinctions. For most readers in the United Slates only a few 
words-perliaps cycler, kerb, gaol, tyre, waggon, for example-caJI atten- 
tion lo theniseJves. American television viewers addk'ted lo older 
BrlHsh mude films very likely do not notice that the J. Arthur Rank 
orgatmatiou is presenting the filni or that the eohttr is by Tecfmieoior. 
Tliousands of American anti British citizens see American Express 
Travelers Cheques, an interesting-planned(?)-union of cheque* distinctly 
and nearly exclusively a British form, and traveler, a spelling noi found in 
the current edition of Ute Cotuise Oxforif DicJumary (1970 printing of 
tiie fifth edition), the editors of whicht apparently^ stiJI follow the 
admonition which Mr. Fowter included in the preface to the first edition 
in J91 1 : '1n dealing with verbs such as leyd, rix^ct, bias, whose partsand 
derivatives are variously spelt* the final consonant being often doubled 
wiUi no phonetic or other significance, we tiave as far as possible fallen in 
with the present tendency* wliich is to drop the useless letter, but stopped 
short of recognizing forms tliat at present strike every reader as 
Americanisms; thus we write riveteJ, riveter, but not trax^fing* trax-efcT'* 

Although some national preferences will certainly prevail, it is to be 
hoped that all teachers will discriminate between regional preference and 
' correct'* spelling, will realize that the "problem'* ts really not a problem 
at all but only an interesting ortfiographic situ:ition best viewed in the 
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gently ironic light of Fowler's account of British attitudes loward -orj^our 
spellings.^ 

Further evidence that national spelling distinctions arc lessening is 
seen in the fact that the British label is used quite sparingly in most of our 
modern dictionaries.^^ Certain uses of the qualification might raise 
questions in Ihe jninds of those of us idymen who have no first liand 
knowledge of the procedures, the standards, and the evidence used by 
lexicographers. Four dictionaries use the label m{\\r€pexiati\SC does nol, 
although it does use it with deflexiou, inflexion, and comexion. Why does 
RHcad qmrtette i^nd septette British spellings but not octet tQ.qnitUQtte, 
and sextette? With four American dictionaries placing aesthete, archae- 
ology, and iiiyU in first position^ why docs SC call them British variants? 
Why doesn't NC join the other four in designating medaUist a British 
preference when it is Ihe only spelling given in The Coticise Oxford? 

Such questions aside, here is a list of some comnion words about 
which tliere is no disagreement. Every dictionary that has the variant labels 
the spelling British. Ti»e starred words are found in all five dictionaries; the 
number following eadi non-starred word indicates the number of 
dictionaries liaving the British variant,

Certain uses of the dcsignalioii 'Trench" wi:h some spellings result in 
a few dictionary entries that could conceivably lead to arguments 
concerning the appropriate fonn to be used in the writing of a native-born 
United States student.

Restrictive labels with variants 

Wtien our modern desk dictionaries are compared* Iwo problems of 
interpretation arise; tlie use ot a variant spelling for one meaning of a word 
but not for other meanings, and the use of a qnalifying label wUh a 
negative force, a label which could raise doiibis about the acceptabiliiy of 
a variani form. Tfic Hrsl problem is complicated by llie Jack of uniform 
practice amon^ the dictionaries in the recordin^i of viirianis, An under* 
standing of llie cross rcterences to a secondary or even tertiary definilion 
for a word demands someltnies a patient and perceptive reading of 
definitions and careful attention to oflcn inconspicuous superior numbers. 
Good examples from the reference hst showing Ihis difllcully of 
inlerprctalioii are iJte entries for koh/i-oia* sanahmum/samtarUm. 

A user of NC may occasionally encounter an entry for a variant 
which leaves Inni with son^e unanswered qneslions. Jlere are two examples, 
reproduced in ilieir entirely, for spellings not found in any of the other 
four dictionaries: 
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leach /'ISch/i-a/'o/Jeech 
neu Brh rar of net 

The questions such enlries give rise to are obvious. On the authority of NC 
may one write leach for any meaning of hech, for which NC has one noun 
entry with three numbered definitions, one verb entry with two 
definitions, and another noun entry with two definitions? And are we to 
understand that in Britisli writing we might find tiett used for all of the 
five separate entries for //ef? TheCoticise Oxford offers noenlUglitenment* 
since ncu is not found in it. 

The second problem of interprelalion* the use of qualifying labels 
with certain spellings, could surely cause arguments between teachersand 
sludent writers, particularly on the not infrequent occasion when some 
dictionaries use a negative label with a spelling when others give the variant 
with no qualification. 

The quahfV>ng ^^t^ range from such neutral-and rather fuzzy- 
designations as ^'informal,'* **somelimes,'* "hlerary/' and "poetic/* to 
more explicit condemnations Hke *'rareOy)/' "archaic " ^'dialect/* 
'^obsolete/* 'nonstandard," and "erroneous spelling ot"

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In the selection of Ihe words to be included in the reference list, 
certain matters and pjocedures had to be determined quite arbitrarily. The 
basic intent* admittedly a very flexible guide, has been to provide n Jist 
including those fairly common words assumed to be in the active 
vocabulary of most adults, which the dictionaries offer as vafiants or 
secondary spellings* and which> consequently! could leud to questions in 
ttie mind of student or teacher concerr)ing the propriety of and autti or ity 
for certain speHing^. Some other words of more limited oc\:urrence have 
also teen included, the justification being that serious observers of 
present^iay English usages are interested in examples of language trends 
and in tJie methods t^^KOgraphers use to record spelling choices. The list 
woutd becor)ie unmanageably long if it included the liundreds of variants 
for highly technical terriis. geographical proper nouns, unusual foreign 
terms, and raiely used words, tiUeresting though many of these dictionary 
entries are-such bits of information, for instance, as the fact tJial the ifem 
defined as scarf wrapped around the crown of a sun helmet** may be 
spelled puggree (first entry in AH>NW; variant in NC* RH, ^Q)\pugrcc 
(first entry in Rli SC; variant in AH); puggaree {fir si entry in NC; variant 
in AH, NW, RH, SC); piigaree (variani in AH* NC, NW, RH): or puggry 
(variant in SC). 

Similarly, space could not be given to most paired words which are 
names for essentially the same things or concepts but which have taken on 
distinct identities even though some of the dictionaries often set up such 
entries in a manner that might suggest tJiat the words are alternate 
spelhngs; e.g.. '*fmrzipan . . .,i\so called fmrchpane'" However, the hst 
does include a few pairs of words {drought jdrouthi transvestism j 
tramvcstithm) which, in spile of the clear distinction between their 
spoken forms, could possibly be thouglit of as spelling clioices when 
written. 

A second problem has been that of interpreting the dictionary 
recording of variants, a problem complicated by the bck of uniform 
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practice ^mong the dictionaries. In general, six patterns arc found. A given 
dictionary may explain in its prefatory material thai one pattern means 
that the words are used interchangeably or nearly so, whereas another 
pattern means that the variant is less commonly encountered (the 
distinction in NC between entries joined by or anci those joined by j/s^^, 
for instance). But in this list degrees of preference are no\ noted. True* the 
list does show that for many pairs of words the dictjonaries have noi 
agreed on which one slH3uld be placed in the first position. But to go 
beyond this and atk*mpt to record varying degrees of occurrence or 
preference would so cotnplicate the material as to discourage its use as a 
record of those spellings which the dictionaries present, with or without 
qualificatjons, as variants. 

In the reference hst an entry will have a part-of-speech designation 
when that informaJjon is pertinent. Similarly, a definition is given for 
certain entries when h ts necessary to note that 3 variant may be 
authorized for one nieatxirg but not for another. Thu% haimeret, defmed as 
**a small banner/' carries the variant bamicrette in all five dictionaries. The 
definition is needed beoaifse none of the dictionaries show the variant for 
another meaning for banneret. **a kniglit . . . entitled to lead vassals 
under his own banner.** 

Words have been included in this list if they are found in one or more 
of the five dictionaries under the following patterns: 

(1) Two word^ are found together in heavy type at the head of the 
entry.

The words presented in this list have been studied to determine the 
number of dictionaries giving the variant, the preference given one spellir^g 
over the other, and the qualifying restrictions, if any. placed upon the 
variant. For nearly all of the words it Itas not been difficult to decide 
which form u dictionary considers the more common spelling and which 
the variant. In those cases in which a dictionary gives both speJHngs 
separate entries in alphabetical position, the forn) which is used to define 
the other, and which nearly always turns out to be the form carrying the 
more extensive gramniutical and etymological inrormution ^md defmitions. 
is assumed to be the first or main entry. 

If any information that can be interpreted as a qualification 
restricting the use of a variaitt is given, tliat information follows the variant 
entry. Slar^g and colloquial designations have beeti disregarded as having no 
bearing on the problem of spelling, and the occasionally encountered
